A NEW BONANZA, 

Saw Francisco, March 17. — The Post, in its 
stock article this evening, gives an account of 
the alleged discovery of a new bonanza, lying 
east of the Comstock lode, and parallel with it, 
and abreast of the Consolidated Virginia, Best 
& Belcher, Gould & Curry, and Hale & Nor- 
cross. The article states that the formation was 
discovered by running a diamond drill east- 
ward from the workings of the above-men- 
tioned mine. It is held that from this fissure 
has come the immense volume of water which 
has so long deluged the lower levels of the 
Savage and Hale & Norcross. To test the 
question, samples of the water from these mines 
were evaporated, and the sediment found on 
analysis to correspond with the com position of 
the ore taken from the drill-holes. The matter 
has been kept a secret by the managers, and 
cross-cutting in direction now of the new 
bonanza has been carried on with caution, as the 
aim was to draw the water from the lodes before 
tapping it, fearing that a rush of water 
a follow that would stop work in the mines.

Yesterday was n great day for Ireland.” 
The Church long since settled that the 17th of 
March was sacred to the memory of St. Patrick, 
patron Saint of the Green Isie, and eradicator of 
shakes and otherreptiles therefrom. Immemo- 
rial usage points to the absolute necessity of a 
procession with banners, flags, gaudy sashes, 
and gold-lace epaulettes.

(when it doesn’t rain on St. Patrick’s Day it 
generally snows). Yesterday it did neither, 
owing to some failure in the meteorological ar- 
rangements, But three inches of new-fallen 
snow in the streets and a nipping and an eager 
air” prevailing made up for this. Through & 
all the enthusiastic energy of the Celt showed 
itself in brave parade, and defied the unrelent- 
ing thermometer. 

As early as 9 a. m. large crowds had gathered 
in the vicinity of St. Patrick's Church, on the 
corner of Adams and Desplaines streets. Shortly 
thereafter the different miltary, charitable, and 
temperance organizations began to assemble, 
and a fair representation of each society filed 
into the church, which was soon filled to its ut- 
most capacity. Here Bishop Foley celebrated 
Pontifical High Mass. His assistants were 
Father Verden, Archdeacon of the Mass; Fathers 
Smith and ONeill, Deacons of Honor; Father 
Smith, of St. Vincent’s, Deacon of the Mass; 
Fathers Bennet and Buckmaster, Sub-Deabons.

REVIBW THE PROCESSION. 

It had been settled that the start should be 
made at precisely 11 a. m., but, as is uniformly 
the case, no Move was made until an bour later. 
In the meantime the crowd increased in density, 
and surged around the church and the priest's 
house, the central points of interest. Every 
other man wore a green necktie, every woman 
sported ribbons of the national hue. The socie- 
ties marched and countermarched, but by-and- 
by all got into place. The proceed- 
ings were diversified by the appear- 
ance of an elderly lady, who announced 
herself as “Bridget Barry, all the wurreld 
over, and was e. at green 
and gold, with ribbons and decorations, inclad- 
ing every color in the taiubow, adorning her. 
It was stated that Mrs. Barry appeared in this 
guise évery year, and formed a featuré of the 
day’s work. The cheers which greeted her and 
the crush to get ar view seemed highly ac- 
ceptable to the old lady, who smiled benigniy 
upon her admiring audience. 

Shortly before noon the Bishop took up his 
stand on the balcony, attended by Fathers Noo- 
nan, Edmunds, Lyons, Carter, Mackin, and 
others, in addition to those who had 
taken t in the church service, and the 
procession began to move. First in line 
came the Knights of St. Patrick, some thirty or 
thirty-five horsemen, led by the Grand Marshal, 
John Connell. Next, the Second Regiment, 
about 250 strong, marching by fours. Col. 
Torrence led the way with Father Cashman, 
Chaplain of the regiment, on his right. The 
Color-Sergeants bore the American and Irish 
flags newly presented to the regiment. On 
the whole, the men acquitted themselves well, 
and presented a very fair appearance, but owing 
probably to the slippery condition of the streets 
their marching was somewbat irregular and 
straggling. That they can dress“ almost to 
perfection bas been often shown, and their com- 
parative failure on this occasion must be im- 
puted to climatic influences. 

Following them came the representatives of 
a large number of Temperance and Benevolent 
Associations, 2 — —— with their respective 
hands and gloriously resplendent as to sashes 
and banners. Among these were several cadet 
corps, mostly dressed in the Zouave uniform. 
The rear of the procession—which took exactly 
thirty-five minutes to pass the corner Van 
Buren street—was brought up by the members 
of the Emerald Beneficial Association and the 


Ancient Order of Hibernians. The latter 
had much tke larger miembershi and 
presented a fine a ce, ving 
at least 400 men in line. All 


the members of these Associations were well- 
dressed, steady-looking men. Several of the 
Young Men’s alities paraded with large silk- 
en banners, drawn in wagons by four and six 
horses. A noti le improvement over former 
processions was seen in the fact that a squad of 
police followed in the rear, thus keeping back 
the riff-raff on foot and in vehicles which is the 
usual accompaniment of all street-parades. 

The lookers-on were wildly enthusiastic as to 
the “byes,’’ and there seemed to be a general 
opinion that the procession was fully up to the 
average, both in numbers and appearance, not- 
withstanding the hard times which were sup- 
to have an unfavorabie effect on. the turn- 
out. All along the route, which has previously 
been published, and which extended into all 
three divisions of the city, considerable crowds 
lined the sidewalks. The densest and perhaps 
the most fully appreciative gathering was on 
West Twelfth street, at St. Ignatius College, 
where the road was rendered impassible by the 
crowd, The utmost good humor prevailed 
throughout.

In another column will be found a long 
communication on the Crib, from the pen of

DESTROYING CAPITAL. 

Two Sundays in succession there ha 

been meetings held in this city, at which 
addresses were made to audiences supposed 
to be workingmen out of employment. One 
of these meetings was called by the avowed 
Communists, to consider the propriety of 
nominating candidates for city offices to be 
voted for by the oppressed at the coming 
city election, and the other was called nom- 
inally by bricklayers and masons, the object 
stated being to form a union to protect 
themselves against capital.” The tenor of 
the speeches made at both these meetings 
was the same, and the points urged were: 
1. That labor created all property and 
wealth. 2. That the men who performed 
this labor possessed none of its products. 
3. That capital absorbed all the creation of | 
labor, and kept the latter at the point of 
starvation, 4, That capital was the great, 
enemy of mankind, and ought to be de- 
stroyed, The speakers argued that the con- 
dition of the workingmen was getting worse 
every day; that the middle class was being 
ruined and destroyed by excessive tax- 
ation ; and that these evils should be corrected. 
Tt was also argued that the capitalists, 
and not the people, controlled all govern- 
ment; that thé capitalist was the tenth man 
in the community; uine were made paupers 
that one should be rich. There is nothing 
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the wild which prevailed preced- 
ing 1873. The fortunate class, whether cap- 
italist or workman, is that which before 
wreck had lived frugally, had labored 
triously, had avoided wasteful and extrav 
gant habits. To these the change was 

so sudden; they had neither to give up drink- 
ing and dissipation, nor extravagance in food 
or dressing. Even those who lived upon in- 
comes from investments shared the general 
destruction of means. Laber and 

must both wait until the tide changes. 
labor is unemployed, capital is unproductive ; 
if the workman gets small or no wages, the 
capitalist gets small or no income. Both 
suffer, and suffer alike and from the same 
cause. The revival of the one will be simul- 
taneous with that of the other. When cap- 
ital can be employed with profit to hire labor, 
it will promptly be put to that use. To de- 
stroy capital is to prevent the employment 
ef labor. While the Communistic gentry 
represent that taxes are reducing whole com- 
munities to pauperism, they are demanding : 
that taxes be increased to raise money to hire 
labor. This inconsistency, however, is but in 
keeping with the whole theory by which 
these people reason, if it can be said that 
they reason at all. Taxation necessarily falls 
directly on capital, whether that capital be 
the small lot and cabin or the large business 
block. This capital is now heavily taxed 
support those unable to maintain themselves. 
There are, no doubt, 5,000 families suppli 
with food, fuel, and perhaps other items, 
at the public expense. Ample provision 
is made for the sick and _ infirm, 
while organized charities for the relief 
or support of hospitals, for the homeless, 
for free lodgings, for orphan asylums, and 
other objects, are maintained by the volun- 
tary donations of those who have means. | 
There is hardly a day that any family able to | 
maintain a house is not called on to furnish 
meals to from one to half a dozen outside 
persons more or less in actual want. There’ 
is a large class of persons engaged in labor 
who are destitute of thrift, who, when em- 
ployment is active and liberal, act as if they 
are under a moral obligation to spend all 
they earn as fast as they get it, and who for 
this purpose expend largely for alcoholic bev- 
erages, which in themselves are injurio 
to health, and bodily comfort, besides bein 
enormously expensive. If the amount of 
money expended annually by the wages pop- 
ulation for drink was economized they would 
discover how heavily their labor is volun- 
tarily taxed to purchase of moral and physic- 
al poison. More capital—that is, the wages 
of daily labor—is destroyed in saloons than 
is required to make capitalists of thousands 
who now live from day to day, half the time 
in destitution and half.the time in wasteful 
expenditure, and all the time railing against 
capital. 

Do these people comprehend the meaning 
of the destruction of capital? Capital, 
whether large or small, is accumulated sav- 
ings of earnings. The man who spends. 
than he earns is always acapitalist. He who 
spends all he earns, and runsin debt besides, 
cannot change his lot without a change of 
habits. To destroy capital is to destroy all 
savings, all surplus,—to destroy the means 
by which one man can pay wages for the 
labor of another man, by which one man 
can build a house for other persons to live 
in, by which a man can purchase food, 
clothing, and fuel to exchange for the labor 
of others. Suppose capital destroyed, what 
then? All will be reduced alike to poverty. 
If, however, production should be renewed, 
and each man by his labor should produce 
something, it would not be ten days before 
the sober, intelligent, and thrifty, spending 
less than they earn, would be capjtalists, and 
the improvident be as dependent as now. 
To destroy capital is to annihilate the means 
by which society exists. 


THE NEW CITY COUNCIL. 

Two weeks hence the people of this city 
will have to elect one-half the members of a 
new City Council, and we wish to impress 
on them the fact that there are more mate 
rial interests at stake in the character of the 
men to be chosen than there were in the elec- 
tion of Congressmen or even of President 
last fall. The financial condition of this city 
has been in a wretched state ever since 
the fire. Its improvement was impossible, 
save by retrenchment and economy. Ex- 
penditures had notonly to be brought within 
the sum of the actual revenue, but had also 
to be largely reduced. Taxation had be- 
come oppressive, and to redude taxation 
necessitated a reduction of expenditure, 
Against such a reduction of expenditures the 
whole body of politicians, contractors, office- 
holding and office-seeking population, was 
opposed.

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 

In 1875 the Legislature of New York, in 
view of the deplorable condition of affairs 
in New York City, appointed a Commission, 
consisting of twelve gentlemen, of whom 
the Hon, WLAN M. Evanrs was Chair- 
man, to consider the existing evils connected 
with Municipal Governments, and to suggest 
remedies for the same. The report (filling 
twelve columns of the New York Times) 
having just been made, and considering the 
character and ability of the men engaged 
and the subject in hand, it must command 
the attention and respect of every thinking 
taxpayer in Chicago as well as New York. 

Withont attempting in any degree to give 
the result of these deliberations in full, we 
wish to lay before the readers of Taz Txrs- 
ung such a review of the report in a con- 
densed form as will enable all to compre- 
hend and understand the subjects considered 
and the conclusions reached without being 
compelled to occupy the time necessary for 
the perusal of so extremely long a document. 

The report, after giving a history of the 
Commission’s appointment, the labor in- 
volved, and so forth, proceeds at once toa 
consideration of the evils. The first evil con- 
sidered is The accumulation of permanent 
municipal debt.” The present debt of New 
York City (including the sinking-fund of 
about $27,000,000) amounts to $140,000,000, 
and ihe interest on this debt taxes the people 
every year to the extent of $9,000,000! The 
alarming feature of this great debt exists in 
the fact that it has increased out of all pro- 
portion to the increase of population :

An increase in the second ten years of per cent. 
An increase in the third ten years of 400 per cent, 
An increase in the last six years of 92 per cent. 


This showing is simply fearful to contem- 
plate. It shows expenditures amply sufficient 
for a century, and large enough to have made 
New York the most beautiful city on the 
face of the globe. And yet it is a well- 
known fact that there are many public im- 
provements within the immediate limits of 
the city which are pressing for beginning as 
well as completion, and her docks and piers 
are of the most unstable and rotten charac- 
ter. In fact, considering the outlay, there is 
positively nothing to show but stolen, stolen, 
stolen. 

Evil H.— The great increase of annual 
expenditure for ordinary purposes.” The 
increase of annual expenditure since 1850, as 
compared with increase of taxable property, 
is over 200 per cent. and as compared with 
increase of population is over 400 per cent /

000, and in 1876 was $28,000,000.” Having 
shown the existing evils, the Commission 
proceed to give the causes which have pro- 
duced them. The first cause is incom- 
petent and unfaithful Governing Boards 
and officers.”

This, in fact, is the 
highest form of Civil-Service Reform. Good 
men already in the employ of a City Gov- 
ernment should certainly be promoted for 
faithful service, but Civil Service is too 
ethereal for the present emergency. 

Other remedies are mentioned, such as 
increasing the public interest in city elec- 
tions, etc.; but all these are theoretical, 
not practical, and so are all dismissed for 
something which in the opinion of the Com- 
mission is neither impracticable nor theoreti- 
eal, and which in a few words is this: The 
choice of the local guardians aad trustees of the 
Jinancial concerns of cities should be lodged en- 
trely with the tazpayers.” To admit to a 
general participation in such a choice those 
who make no contribution to the funds to be 
administered on is not in conformity with 
the principles on which human affairs are 
conducted. 

In the above conclusions we have the re- 
sult of the work of the Commission, nd it is 
certainly worthy of thought and careful con- 
sideration by all property-holders in Chicago 
as well as New York City. 

It is believed that in all matters pertaining 
to general legislation, executive and judicial, 
all should participate ; but in matters per- 
taining to the levy and raising of tax, and 
to the disbursement of such money, only 
those should participate who pay the taxes. 
This mode of government, it is thought, 
would result in the choice of those to hold 
office who themselves are interested in the 
practice of economy in local expenditures. 
The real fact in the case as it exists at pres- 
ent is, that the proposed change is in reality 
no change at all. Prior to 1847 all the char- 
ters to towns and villages of New York con- 
tained just such provision as is now pro- 
posed, but gradually and accidentally the 
power of appropriating money for local pur- 
poses passed into the hands of the Legisla- 
ture, which, being already overburdened with 
business, created new local boards and shift- 
ed it back to the towns in such shape that it 
passed into the hands of all voters, whether 
taxpayers or not.

Cur1caGco, March 16.—Fears and complaints 
have been cropping out from time to time in 
some of the daily papers tor the last two years 
u regard to the safety of the lake-tunnel crib, 
and these fears that have been foreshadowed in 
the minds of many men and the press have been 
as often quieted by men or parties who were 


jsupposed to know the real danger, if any exist- 


ed; and assurances have been given in return 
by the press that there were no well-grounded 
reasons forany fears or apprehensions. The 
assurances that were given out last September 
were well calculated to set the public mind at 
rest. 

Just after the equinoctial storms had passed 


over last fall, and likewise some of the loudest 


complaints of the press, Tu Cu1caco ‘TRIBUNE 
came out with au article of some length which 
should have settled the question for all time to 
come, for it asserted that the lake-tunvel crib 
was as firm and soid asthe rock of Gibraltar, 
and that ali that was needed was a little poiut- 
ing up. It is to be presumed that its authority 
came from a source not to be questioned, aud 
that it was the honest conviction of the party 
or parties that no real danger did exist; and 
was accepted in good faith by Tun Trisunz 
that the question could now be set at rest. 

My experience of nearly two years spent on 
this crib, night and day, from the day on which 
it was launched till the tunnel was completed, 
and my thorough knowledge of the constitu- 
tional weakness of this structure, and also with 
what it has to contend, coupled as it is with a 
sense of duty I owe the public, prompts me to 
give the authorities and property-owners of this 
city a warning that it is high time to discard 
all of these absurd assurances, and to do away 
with all this nonsense that this crib is perfectly 
safe, and as “firm and solid as the rock of 
Gibraltar.“ It was an insult to the common 
intelligence of this city, whoever may haye been 
the author of such a comparison. 

Millions of dollars have been spent to com- 
plete this system of supplying this city with

heavy weight taking advantage of the natural 
outward spring of the sides of the crib during 
these storms. There is nothing to resist the 
outward pressure from these blows or concus- 
sions for a distance of fifty-six feet, but simply 
the five white-pine ties, with a simple dovetail, 
which during the hot, summer of 1864, when 
this timber was framed, became so sun-checked 
that parts of 1 ** of them came off of their 
own accord, and to be nailed on again. In 
handling the timber all care was used to prevent 
their coming entirely off. As no pro- 
vision had deen made in the speci- 
fications for the effect of the sun on 
this timber while being framed, the contractors 
could not be held responsible for these results, 
as the timber was perfectly sound, according to 
the uirements of the specifications. Of 
course the timber had to be used, notwithstand- 
ing the fatal omission. 

I must not forget to add that there are drift- 
bolts one and one-foorth inches square in the 
course of timber, which are used chiefly to 
overcome buoyancy, but they do not materially 
add security against this outward thrust and 

ure. The proofs of this gradual spread- 
apart are these flimsy pine, sun-checked 
dovetails, with only three ties on a side, on 
every other course of timber, as the walls were 
laid up; and another positive proof which can 
be seen to-day is that the bottom course of 
these dimension-stones, which are laid up close 
with a cut joint and clamped with iron clamps 
(as I have been informed by thecontractors who 
did the work), are now ~~ art from half 
an inch to two inches. It would be well for the 
authorities to question Mr. Earnshaw, of the 
firm of Earnshaw & Goble, on this head. 

No amount of prayers or pointing up (this 
term pointing up may not be readily under- 
stood by all my readers, and for their efit I 


can save this institution from spreading apart 
in time and to destruction, unless all 
these difficulties are met and provided for ina 
reasonable course of time. Toaddto the sum 
of all these oversights and difficulties which this 
weak structure is laboring undcr, and the pow- 
erful force it has to meet and contend with, 
proper care was not taken in locating the crib 
to ascertain whether it would stand on level 
org or on a side hill, which, unfortunately, 
t did. Still more unfortunately it stands on 
the wrong side of the hill, so that it leans 
toward the heavy northeast seas, where there is 
a certain amount of leverage to overcome with 
the weight and force of the heaviest seas it has 
to contend with. Had it stood on the other, or 
southwest side of the hill, there would then 
have been an advantage gained from this mis- 
fortune, as it then would have presented a bat- 
tering wall to the heaviest seas. 

This difficulty was first discovered when the 
crib was filled with stone, and settled on the 
ground, was sidling and uneven, sloping off more 
abruptly, — being softer, under the 
northeast h or portion of the crib. During 
the first heavy seas it after settling; the 
inner corner of the inside walls parallel to the 
northeast side, which bad been secured by the 
dovetailing, drew apart an inch and a quarter or 

and t must have extended nearly 
to the bottom of thecrib. The two other cor- 
ners at the ht and left of this corner drew 
apart five-eighths of an inch or more, leaving the 
northeast corner vf the crib about three feet 
ten inches above water, and four feet two and 
one-half inches lower than the southwest corner 
or side. There could be no mistake about the 
level, for it was made by the Great Creator’s 
hands, and was perfect, with no possibility of 
the indicator getting out of place on a 
still, calm day. At the commencement of this 
work I protested to the Chief Engineer against 
this mode of building the crib, without planing 
all the timber iu the walls, on both sides, re- 
ducing them to one exact size, especially all that 
depended on the dovetail for their security. 
They varied in size from eleven and a f 
inches square to twelve anda half, and some- 
es even totwelve and three-quarter inches 
square, but there was no relief, as not one word 
was mentioned in the specifications on this 
head, and tnerefore it was impossible to make a 
good, strong job with this uneven and roughly- 
sawed timber. 

With my fourth and last conclusion I will be 
as brief as possible, and anything which I may 
forget or omit to mention will be shown on my 
plans of what might have been done had these 
plans been well considered and well chosen at 
the beginning of the work. This plan and ele- 
vation will be part of my last conSideration, 
and hadin my mind months before this work 
was commenced in this wise. Several months 
in advance of the letting of the contract to 
Messre. Dull & Gowan | was engaged by them 
on condition that, if they obtained it, 1 was to 
come on from Pennsylvania and superintend 
the work.

This crib might have been constructed with a 
trifle of additional expense, considering the ad- 
van to have been ned. It should have 
been t about 132 feet in diameter and per- 
fectly round, and the outside battered four 
inches to the foot. All the lumber for the out- 
side and inner circular walls should have been 
cut up at the mills into six and three-eighths or 
six and a half inch cants, or simply slab up. 
All the lumber for the walls should bave been 
cut in short lengths, say from twelve to twenty 
feet at the greatest length. and all to have been 
run through a planer, dressed up on both sides 
and reduced just to six inches in thickness; 
while in the slabs or cants two of these courses 
would have corresponded exactly with the radial 
strain which would be of twelve by 
twelve timber. Each course of the outside 
circular wall should have had a bevel of two 
inches, which would be gained out of the cants 
or slabs, as we would have plenty of timber in 
the slabs, and two courses would produce the 
poy — batter of four inches to the foot. All 
of middle and inside walls would be carried 
up plumb. The plan or principle of building 
up these walle should be sely the same. 
as that on which grain elevators are built,

It is not impossible that mischief 
should come in that direction, after so long a time 
during which the shippers have had very little to 
say in the matter. Their failing, as a clase, is un- 
doubtedly in the direction of a downward move- 
ment in the standards of value, which is equally 
opposed to the interests of shippers and the good 
of the whole trade. 

The leading proauce markets were rather more 
active Saturday, and comparatively steady. Pro- 
visions were firmer. Wheat and corn were easier, 
and there was little change in the prices of other 
breadstuffs. The weather was fine and warmer, 
being more favorable to an early spring seeding, 
and not specially favorable to the receipts of prod- 
uce. Those of the day were all small, except corn. 
There was little doing for shipment, the interest 
centering almost exclusively on trading for future 
delivery. 

The market for domestic dry goods was without 
change in its general features. The pleasanter 
weather led toa more cheerful feeling among job- 
bers, as it is believed to herald the return of activ- 
ity in the demand for goods in this line. Prices 
were quoted steady and unchanged. Groceries were 
reported quiet, with prices of the leading articles 
still dislaying a lack of strength. Sugars were 
** off” another e, and were not firm at the de- 
cline. Sirupsand molasses also were weak, with 
adownward tendency. Prime and fancy coffees 
are scarce and very firm, but common to good 
grades may be bought ata concession from the 
quoted prices. Jobbers of dried fruits report con- 
tinued quiet, and a compartively steady set of 
prices. Fish were ordered a little more freely 
than on the earlier days of the week, bat were not 
active by any means, Prices were unchanged. 
Butter was in fair demand and was steady. Cheese 
ruled firm. In the oil market no changes were ap- 
parent, trade remaining quiet at about steady 
prices. There was more inguiry for paints, and 
the price of pure white lead has been fixed at 
$7.75 per 100 Be. Leather, bagging, tobacco, 
coal, and wood remained as before. 

Hogs were in active demand, and advanced 10@ 
20c, selling at $4.85@5.55 for poor to extra. 
Cattle were in good demand, and were firm at 
Friday's prices, or at $3.50@5.75 for common to 
choice. Sheep were firm at $3. 50@5. 75. 

The lumber market was moderately active and 
steady. The local demand was light, but dealers 
were busy filling interior orders, which have accu- 
mulated during the storm. The wool, broom- 
corn, and hay markets were unchanged. Seeds 
were steadier, being in better demand and smaller 
supply. Hops were very dull and weak, and as 
the brewers generally are supplied, there ig little 
prospect of an improvement in trade. The de- 
mand for poultry again was fully equal to the sup- 
ply, aud choice stock was firm at the advance. 
Eggs were stronger. Most varieties of green 
fruits were in better demand at unchanged prices. 
Rail freights were dull and irregalar, with no 
change in asking figures. The nominal rate was 
35¢ to New York and 40c to Boston per 100 hs of 
grain. 

Lake freights were quiet, with no change in 
figures. Corn to Buffalo was quoted at 34% @3Ke, 
and 7¢ to Kingston, to load immediately; 66,000 
bu corn was taken to Buffalo at 30.

NEW YORK. 
SPRING IS HERE.

New Tonk, March 15.—We are now fairly 
convinced that spring is here, but there is little 
display of spring toilettes or fashions save io 
the shops. Here indeed the array is bewildering, 
and it requires much strength of character and 
purpose to resist emptying one’s purse in order 
to become possessor of at least some of all 
the lovely things @he ¢ The assortment of 
wash goods is especially varied and attractive. 
Among them, the greatest novelty is known as 
damasse linen. It is a copy of the favorite 
damasse silks, and is shown chiefly in dark 
shades, navy-blue, chocolate and chestnut brown, 
dark-green, and black. Tne ground of one of 
these is elaborated with oriental designs, either 
in the same shade or in a lighter one. Occa- 
sionally the pattern is of a different color, as 
dark blue upon a handsome brown, gray upon 
green and upon black. These materials, though 
all-linen, have a rich, silky appearance, and are 
selling rapidly. Itis a fact not to be ignored, 
that, besides being handsome, these damasse 
linens are very cheap. They are of good width, 
and cost but 50 cefitsa yard. The next most 
desirable fabric is a cotton goods known as 
Mexicaine, and bearing a close resemblaace to 
the silk of the same name. This material is 
chiefly seen in small checks, and the colors are 
very bright and pretty. One style has a 
tiny plaid of red and green, which 
is very pleasing, while not at all giar- 
jogly conspicuous, But, to my mind, the 
most satistactory goods of this description are 
the old, yet cver new 

PERCALES. 
There has never been so large and so charming 
a supply of these popular fabrics. Nearly all of 
them have provided with the patterns a border- 
ing of some sort, designed for trimming them, 
and very lovely some are. There are percales 
with borders simulating lace. Others impose 
upon you a pretty printed fringe so well execut- 
ed that it may require a second glance to detect 
the imposition. Still other varieties show tiny 
tasteful garlands of flowers and foliage, and 
others yet exhibit charming bands of the latter 
alone. An exceedingly pretty one has alternate 
broad stripes of a delicate green and white,— 
the latter having a few bair lines of 
faintest pink. Accompanying this goods is a 
bordering of small grape-leaves beautiful in 
symmetry and color, Another very pretty 
percale, so handsomely finished as to appear 
like foulard, consists of very fine black and 
white stripes placed in clusters of five, and giv- 
ing at a short distance the effect of a solid 
stripe. Between every two clusters is a narrow 
stripe of cardinal. The line of cheviots is un- 
usually fine; some of the best have broken 
checks and irregular stripes of gray and scarlet 
black and a moderate share of yellow, blue, an 
buff, and so on through a list of pleasing com- 
biuations too various to particularize. 
AMONG MATERIALS SLIGHTLY HEAVIER 
is matelasse royal, a combination of camel’s- 
hair and a little silk. it has a handsome design 
wrought upon the surface in various patterns. 
It will be employed solely in combination with 
either silk or woolen goods. An attractive 
novelty is a mixture half silk and half wool.

The distinguishing hegd-iress is small, close, 
and modest, with the soupgon of coquetterie 
which renders the bonnet a love,” or rayish- 
ingly attractive. The distinctive idea in the 
Normandy bonnet, or the capoto, is most prom- 
inent; varied to suit different purposes, ages, 
and occasions, in shapes which bear the names 
Clotilde,“ Amoret,” “Marguerite, Cy- 
clone.“ 40 Norine, ” 10 Gypsy,” “ Minerva,“ 
Empress,“ ete. The exception to the close 
brim of the Normandy bead-dress is a return to 
the coronet brim of seven years ago; and a 
fancy which Tuvee of Paris inclines to is that of 
a jaunty, wide-brimmed bonnet, turned slightly 
back toward the front, to give place to a 
saucy bouquet which rests on the frizzed 
front hair. As a rule, the crowns of bonnets 
are so sharply square that they trench on the 
old-fashioned bell shape; though some are 
rounded, some verging on the semi-conical, and 
some, the soft capor puffed. French and Italian 
chips are again in the market, but they yield 
precedence to the fancy Tuscans and plain Flor- 
ence braids of the natural rich yellow of the 
straw; while there will bearun on the fine, 
beautiful Belgian satin and the English Dun- 
stable split straw braids. 

The colors used in bonnet brimming have 
never been so dazzling and prononce as at pres- 
ent, the reds running from the vulcan and car- 
dinal colors, th tne paler Lucifer and 
cerise shades, out to the faintest blush tints;

TEACHERS’ MEETING. 

Yesterday’s noon prayer-meeting in Farwell 
Hall was devoted mainiy to a review of the 
Sunday-school lesson. The exercises were con- 
ducted by J. B. Hobbs, Esq., Superiatendent of 
Grace M. E. Church Sunday-school, and opened

Prayer was offered by Mr. Chedlow, and the 
hymn, “I Hear Thy Welcome Voice,” was 


sung. 
Mr. Hobbs announced the lesson, from II. 
Kings, II., 13-25; subject, “The Spirit on 
Elisha,” and it was read in concert by the audi- 
ence, after which the leader introduced the 
lesson for to-day. He said there were four points 
to be considered in the lesson. The first was 
the mantle that fell from Elijah upon 
Elisha when the latter stood by | the 
bank of Jordan and its use; the second was 
the missiou ef Elisha; third, the miracle per- 
formed by Elisha in purifying the spring ol 
Jericho; and fourth, the mockery of the children 
who cricd out to Elisha, Go up, thou bald- 
head.” and were slain by the two she-bears. 
In regard to the first point iu I. Kings, xix., 19, 
it was shown that Elijah threw his mantle on 
Elisha, and it was received from God by prayer. 
The lesson taught them was they should ask 
God for everything they mecded. Elisha re- 
ceived the mautile as an emblem to go to work, 
andthe smiting of the water, wheu he parted 
the Jordan to cross over, denoted activity. The 
mantie was an emblem of God's power. There 
were many who received religion and had 
not the spirit of God; there were many teach- 
ers iu the Sunday-schools who did not show that 
spirit in their work. The parting of the waters 
of the Jordan showed the effect on the people, 
and their obedience to Elisha, whom they ac- 
knowledged as their leader. They should let 
their works show what they professed. In 
proof of the text showing how the spirit came 
down upon Elijah, he pointed to Numbers xi., 
17-25: Joel f., 28-29; John xvii., 7; and Acts i. 
8. He suggested as an appropriate motto for 
their blackboards to-day: ‘“Elisba received 
Elijah’s-mantie: we received Christ's mantic.” 
The second point was the mission of the 
prophet Elisha. It might seem strange to the 
scholars why Elijah shoulbe taken away. It 
was not the meaning of the text to take him 
bodily, but to take the spirit. When the people 
asked for the body, gnd Elisha finally granted 
them the privilege to search for it, and it was 
not found, it was illustrative of God's inten- 

tion to show that he was transfigured. é 
The third point was the miracle of purifying 
the spring or fountain of Jericho, and was 
the strongest in the lesson. Thev had 
Jericho about seven miles from the Jordan, 
with its beautiful surroundings, etc., but no 
pure water—only the bitter tluid that came 
from the spring. Elisha purified it, throuzh 
God's power. the pure water was the type 
of eternal life. The impure water flowed down 
over the hill and killed the land, like sin that 
destroyed all with whom it remained, and 
Elisha healed the spring and purified it with 
sult.

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ADVICE TO MERCHANTS. 
WHAT MR. TALMAGE THINKS THEIR TRIALS AND 
DUTIES ARE. 

New York Worid, March 12. 

Mr. Talmage gave out the hymn beginning 
Calm me, my God, and keep me calm,” and 
at the close of the singing read the text of his 
sermon to merchants from Isaiah XXIII., 8: 
Tyre, the crowning city, whose merchants are 
Princes, whose traffickers are the honorable of 
the earth.“ What Tyre was to that land,“ he 


| said, meaning Asia perhaps, “‘ New York is to 
| this country. Philadelphia has a more genial 


climate, and Boston has the reputation of being 
more intellectual, but New York is the crowning 
city. The question in Boston is, ‘ How much do 
you know!’ in Philadelphia, *‘ Who is your 
father?’ in New York, ‘How much are you 
worth!“ Mr. Talmage then went on to say 
that this city was overshadowed with merchants, 
and that these fortunately were » a Christian 
and noble part of the community.” To 
show their importance, be spoke of some- 

body not long since attempting to block upsome 
administration, wheu one ciap of thunder 
from Wall street sent all the croakers to their 
hiding-piaces.’’ These merchants had been for 
some time laboring under a heavy load, but the 
Hercules of commercial activity was now just 
ahout to set his shoulder to the clogged wheel 
of their fortunes. Mr. Talmage recently went 
to Kentucky and saw the cars crowded with peo- 
ple who were not journeying to and from the 
inauguration ceremonies in Washington. He 
spent four days and nights on the rail and jour- 
neyed to ever so many places, and made up his 
mind that there is now just about to happen a 
season of commercial prosperity, such as We 
haven't seev for twenty years.” Then, after 
mentioning that merchants supplied the Gov- 
ernment with the sinews of war, endowed 
churches and charities, and “sent out the bread- 
stuffs when there was a famine in Ireland.” Mr. 
Talm said he should speak of their trials 

and temptations, aud show them the way out. 

The first trial of the modern merchant, Mr. 
Talmage said, was limited capital: ‘ile used to do 
with far less, was his own bookkeeper and sales- 
man, and got along very well, and failed to fail 
as readily as he does nowadays. But at present 
the contemplation of the enormous expenses to 
which he is bound is enough to make aim faint 
by the way. lle must prepare himself with new 
appliances, and costly apparatus, and extensive 
advertising, until, when he comes to consider 
the load he is carrying, he = frightened and 
his knees knock together like the auctioneer’s 
gavel. But commerce in these times has its 
Waterloos. Victories of the sword have been 
no greater than those of the yard-stick.” 

Then Mr. Taimage told the merchants not to 
faint, and proceeded for a short space to heap 
scorn upon the head of the timid tradesman. 
“Their souls melt within them.” he cried in 
jecring tones, because sugar is up.“ 

But while it was well not to be chicken-heart- 
ed in commercial transactions, Mr. Talmage 
warned the merchants that they were not to be 
bold at the cost of honesty. “He is bound to 
keep up, and he has no capital, and so he gam- 
bles. If he succeeds he will endow a church, 
and go on legitimately: if he loses, why, $100,- 
000 subtracted from nothing leaves nothing. He 
takes bold of stocks, perhaps Western lands, — 
Mr. ‘Talmage drew a horrid picture of Western 
lands,—“ and if things are going that way he 
gets rich very quick.“ His neighbor beholds 
him suddenly ceasing to borrow odd pints of 
milk and pecks of potatoes, and change from a 
state of squalor to a state of magnificence in a 
single night, like the hut of Aladdin’s mother. 
He holds his breath, and asks how he got his 
money. He stole it!“ cried Mr. Talmage, 
hoarsely, he stole it!“ 

*“* Young man, has God called you to be a mer- 
chant! then be a merchant. Has He called you 
to be a mechanic! be a mechanic. Has he called 
you to be a preacher?’’—Mr. Talmage paused, 
threw his head back, and similed—‘‘be a 
preacher.’ 

This perpetual excitement of the brain,’’— 
bringing down his eyebrows and drawing his 
finger across his forehead,—‘‘ this cerroding care 
of the soul,—no wonder merchants do not live 
long, sweating like camels going to Damascus. 
Their life is dashed out by a safe; while they 
live they carry a store on their backs.”’ 

Mr. Talmage told a story of a merchant who 
came home and threw himself down, exclaim- 
ing, All is lost!“ whereupon a little girl came 
bounding across the room and salad, Papa, 
rou’ve got me left!“ and his wife came and 

issed him and said. You have me left,“ and 
the little girl’s grandmother came and said, 
Lou have me left and the promise of God.” 
“You have au idea,“ the preacher continucd, 
that - happiness depends upon your com- 
mercial success. It doesn’t! Suppose at the 
moment you died you hadall your estate around 
you,—would that comfort you? When Mr. As- 
tor died ali the papers were discussing how 
much he left. When Mr. Stewart died all the 

apers Were discussing how much he left. When 

r. Vanderbilt died all the papers were discuss- 
ing bow much he left. I can tell you,—every 
dollar!“ 

The more money you have the better.“ Mr. 
Talmage said further on, if it comes honestly 
and goes generously. You see aman occasion- 
ally stand up in his pew and pray against the 
rich and against riches. I think the best heaven 
for such a man must be the poor-house. But 
money won't do everything. It won't pay your 
passage across the Jordan, and it won’t unlock 
the gates of heaven. You have studied loss 
and gain.’ I'll give youasum in it: ‘What 
shall it profit a man if he gain the whole world 
and lose his own soul?“ 

Mr. Talmage advised the merchants to go to 
the Lord in all their troubles. “O Lord, I have 
notes to pay and I have rents to pay; help me. 
Thou ownest all the cattle on the hills—help me 
iu my nae. Do you suppose he wouldn’t 
help yout Every sword in heaven would leap 
from its scabbard in your behalf.“ 

After describing the death of a godly mer- 
chant, and the light of a better world flasb- 
ing through the show-window,” Mr. Talmage 
pictured the horrors of a shipwreck, the shock, 
the gurgle, the sputter of the extinguished en- 
gines, and the boomiug of the guns, which 
could not be heard for the louder booming of 
the storm.” He swept his hand before his 
breast and shuddcred as he called the uproar of 
the tempest God's walking.“ Having finished 
his picture, he said there was a ship freighted 
thousands of years ago which is still sailing, but 
from which one.day will goupthecry of “ Fire!” 
That will be the shipwreck = world, and there 
will be so many saved andso many lost. Though 
your estate go, though your house gu, may God, 
through the grace of the everlasting covenant, 
save your souls.”

The decision of the Privy Council in the Folk- 
stone ritual case is anxiously looked for. The 
case was argued at great length on both sides, 
and the de-ision will either confirm or over- 
throw the celebrated Purchas judgment. It was 
argued against the ritualistic position that the 
chasuble and alb were sacrificial vestments ban- 
ished by Queen;Elizabeth; that it was illegal to 
place the communion-table against the wall, the 
place for it being in the chancel, where the min- 
ister can face the people as he takes the bread, 
and that the use of wafer bread is contrary to 
the rubrical provision that the bread shall be 
such as is usually eaten, Which applies to form 
as well as substance. 


It is said that the Archbishop of Canterbu 
intends to introduce in Parliament a bill provid- 
ing a new form of procedure against delinquent 
clergymen. At present either the Public 
Worship Regulation act or the Church Disci- 
pline act may be putin force in the case of of- 
fenses against ritual or doctrine; but with re- 
spect to charges of drunkenness, simony, im- 
morality, nou-residence, etc., proceedings can 
be instituted only under the Church Discipline 
at. The object of the Archbishop’s measure is 
to reform and simplify suits in the latter class 
of cases. Instead of the old preliminary com- 
mission to,inquire if there be prima facie 
grounds for prosecuting a clergyman, the 
Chancellor of the diocese alone will decide. 


There is a growing disposition shown by 
Methodist ministers to escape the inconvenience 
of an itinerant life by accepting pastoral posi- 
tions in other Protestant churches. Of the men 
who have been in New York and its vicinity, 
Vincent is now in the Presbyterian Churc 
Watkins in the Protestant Episcopal, Robert 
Laird Collier (who preached fora year in New 
Brunswick, N. J..) bas joined the Unitarians.

H. Baker, as Secretary of the Hymus Ancient 
and Modern Committee, for permission to print 
a select number of their hymns with the names, 
if there were no objection, of the writers.

From Our Own Correspondent. 
New York, March 15.—Calling at the studio 
of William Page tne other day, I found that 
gray-haired, genial artist enjoying his light 
lunch of coffee and crackers. In a corner of the 
room stood what is to be a reproduction of the 
Farragut portrait which went to Russia three 
or four years azo. On one casel was the full- 
length ‘‘Shakspeare ”’ which called forth much 
comment at its first exhibition, and which cost 
the artist many thousands of dollars and 
months of travel and labor. On another was 
bis favorite study and leisure-hour piece, a copy 
of Titian’s portrait of himself. To those who 
know Mr. Page, it is needless to say he consid- 
ers the original as the first of portraits, pro- 
duced by the first of portrait-painters. He has 
for years working away at one or another 
copy, and with the success that usually comes 
from persistence. The copy I saw was on im- 
ported canvas, grained after the original, and 
was perfect enough to justify the story told of 
certain authorities at Florence who insisted that 
one of his copies was an original Titian, and 
would not let it pass until a visit to the gallery 
proved their mistake. During his long resi- 
dence in Florence, the artist told me, he never 
missed his daily walk to the gallery of St. 
Luke’s, in the Pitti palace, where the portrait 
This was the standard, the one feature 
that showed the faiseness and exaggeration of 
everything around it. There was an old sketch 
extant, he said, which disclosed the design 
of Titian to represent himself as critic of his 
own work. The palette wasin his hand, and 
» the hand was turned away from the picture as if 
to say it were finished, while the general expres- 
sion of the face told the calm decision that it 
was well finished too. The hand does not ap- 
pear in the portrait, and this part of.the ex- 
planation the spectator must supply for him- 
self. 


A friend with me suggested to Mr. Page that 
he paint his own portrait in tone and form sim- 
Har to that of his master. The idea was cer- 
tainly not a bad one, for the artist 
has a head to be proud of. He simply 
smiled and said no substitute could 
be worthy such treatment, even were he 
not averse to imitation, which would be un- 
avoidable. Whether he should be represented 
at the Academy this year, Mr. Page had not de- 
cided. If he were, it must be by an unfinished 
picce, owing tocoutinued ill-health. ile brought 
to light a portrait of a ladv, nearly life-size, 
which bad stood untouched with face to the 
wall forsome years. The lady lives iu the city, 
and this made it questionable whether he ougnt 
to cxbibit the picture in its incomplcte state. 
A few touches with brusb chalk, however, 
might justify hanging it, with a card oi explana- 
tion attached.

vately in case they are too late for the Academy 
opening. The reports are that Mr. Shirlaw has 
been doing some exceedingly fine work in Munich, 
and to the delight as well as surprise of 
the masters there. It is a noteworthy fact that 
the eyes of various German painters who call 
themselves masters were opened to new beau- 
ties of art by pupils who went from Prof. Wil- 
marth’s classes at the Academy to pursue their 
studies in Munich. The scientific rule of rep- 
resenting everything as it is—a rule emphatic 
ally German—has been considerably modified 
through this foreign influence, though proba- 
bly the masters over there would never admit 
it. “Prof. Wilmarth believes rather with the 
French in painting things as they appear. 

WHERE TO STUDY. 

The advantages offered by the metropolis to 
art-students are not what they ought to be, and 
not what they were two or three years back. 
The difference was made by the retrogression of 
the Academy. The Council hope soon to more 
than regain ground that was lost purely 
from br ancial causes. The Antique school this 
season has numbered about seventy students. 
The most popular means of advancement, with 
those who can afford itg is the League, which 
has some fifty members, and sandwiches recep- 
tions and other social features in among its 
working hours. Altogether, it is estimated that 
there are not far from 300 persons engaged in 
studying pure art in New York, at the Academy, 
the Leage, Cooper Union, and in private studios. 
For the benefit of any young aspirants who may 
be seized of the European fever, I give Mr. 
Page’s advice. He says: If we are allowed to 
bring the Academy up to the right standard,—if 
it but regain the old position, which it can easily 
do,—it cannot be doubted that an American can 
study to better advantage here than anywhere 
else in the world. The beginner could not fora 
long time ask for better advantages than the 
Academy would offier, for no better instructor 
than Wilmarth can be found. If the student 
study long and diligently from nature here, he 
will later go to Rome, Paris. Munich, or to 
any of the art cities of the Old World, so edu- 
eated and cultured that he can almost 
imperceptibly grasp the finest points of 
the treasures there. Butif he leave home too 
young, or too early in the course of his studies, 
and become familiar and satiated with the gal- 
leries of the Old World before he can rightly 
appreciate them, he may never arrive at so fine 
un understanding of their delicate beauties. 
There is still another consideration which 
should not be overlooked.

A CURIOUS CHOP-HOUSE. 

Almost anybody will tell you where Old Tom’s 
chop-house is, but almost nobody will say it is 
ov Thames street. This is no marvel, for while 
Old Tom’s chops may amount to something, 
Thames street doesn’t—not even to a respect- 
able alley. A man can cross it with three jumps, 
but he could no more pass another man on its 
sidewalk than one cart could pass another on its 
roadway. Thames street ems to have been 
constructed for no other purpose than to make 
an entry to the chop-house, and the house and 
street are about equal oddities, only a step re- 
moved from the progress of Broadway, vet for- 
ever the samc. Old Tom’s place is noted 
for chops, imported ales, and spl lers“ webs. It 
is more noted for the latter than anything else. 
Thethops might fail if the cook should faint, 
the ales and liquors might be drawn low before 
the ship came in, but nothing could happen to 
those precious webs while Old Tom is alive and 
about. There are pienty such curious places to 
be found in London, but there is only one in 
New York, and it is safe to say in the country. 
Perhaps it is just as well. If there were a hun- 
dred such. none of them probably would do a 
paying business. The present Old Tom, I sus- 
pect, lives quite as much on the reputation 
of his curiosity shop as he does on the merits of 
his meats and drinkables. The room is dark and 
dingy. An array of fish, flesh, and fowl greets 
your eyes on entering. There are a half-a-dozen 
round tables, plain, and without cloths.

Two of the most celebrated artists the world 
has ever known dweltin the same city. One 
delighted in delineating beauty in all its graces 
of tint, form, and motion.
